Killed an Old Man and Tntthe Body In 
CTe. 
A Salt Lake City dispatch 
says 
Clyde Felt, 
a 
boy 
barely 
litteen 
years old, today confessed 
to

no-lic- 
that it was he who 
cut the 
throat of Samuel Collins, the aged 
watchman of tho Wasatka Mineral 
Springs, 
whoso 
body was 
found 
last Sunday in a small cave 
in the 
hills above the warm springs. 
Tho deed 
was 
done, 
the boy 
claims, only after repeated 
urging 
by tbo old man, who told tho boy 
that ho intended 
to 
kill 
himself 
anyway, as he was tired of living. 
After 
cutting 
Collins' 
throat, 
Feh says 
he took 
the old 
man's 
clothes and hid thorn under a pile 
of boulders, walled up the eutranco 
to tho cavo 
best ho could, wiped 
tho blood 
off 
tho 
razor 
with 
hip 
finger, a d 
then 
went down 
the 
hill aud 
washed 
bis hands

Collins, bo said, bad given
